In these swamps 
bear are numerous, deer abundant and 
smaller game from wildcats down to 
squirrels innumerable. <A year ago 
hunting party, headed by Governor Blan- 
chard, of Louisiana, killed 40 deer in this 
section.

ONE-FOURTH OF OL TRUST 
BELONGS TO ROCKEFELLER 


In Consequence a Steady Stream of 
Greasy Millions Pours Into the 
Coffers of John D.—Govern- 
ment Is Laying Bare the 

Secrets of the Trust. 


New York, September !19.—That the 
Standard Oil Company is operating un- 
der the name of The Corsicana Refin- 
ing Company in the state of Texas, 
which has forbidden the oil combine 
to operate within the state was in- 
dicated today when W. H,. Telford, 
treasurer of the Standard Oil Company, 
under examination in the government’s 
suit against the company, testified that 
H. C. Folger and C. M. Payne, whom 
Frank Kellogg, the attorney for the gov- 
ernment, states control the Corsicana 
company, are prominent in the con- 
duct of the affairs of the Standard Oil 
Company. 
Mr. Kellogg sought to draw from the 
witness the information that the Corsi- 
cana company was really a_ Standard 
Oil Company, and was operating in 
Texas because the anti-trust laws of 
that state would not permit the coms 
bine to operate it. Mr. Tilford replied, 
as far as he knew the Standard Oj 
Company had no interests in Texas. He 
said that Folger and Payne were both 
officers of the Standard Oil Company, 
but he was not aware that they owned 
the Corsicana company. 
Rockefeller Owns Fourth of Trust. 
Another interesting development was 
the official statement made public for 
the first time today of John D. Rocke- 
feller’s personal holdings !n the &tand- 
ard Oil Company. Just what the ex- 
tent the reputed head was indfvidually 
‘interested in the great corncern has 
long been a matter Of speculation.

Trustees Were Absolnte. 

All the properties and assets of the 
embraced corporations and companies 
were to be turned over to the sever’ 
Standard Oil Companies, which in turn 
issued their own stock in exchange. 

Under the terms of the trust agree- 
ment, all stock was to be delivered to 
nine trustees, who issued to the deposit- 
ing stockholders trust certificates equal 
at par value to the par value of the 
several Standard Oil Companies. The 
nine trustees, under the original agree- 
ment, were John D. Rockefeller, 0. H 
Payne, Wm. Rockefeller, J. A. Bostck, 
Ir. Flagler, W. G. Warden, Charles Prat‘, 
Benj. Brewster and John Archbold. The 
trustees had absolute power in the con- 
trol of companies. hey could purchase 
with the trust funds the stocks and 
bonds of other oil companies on such 
terms as they deemed advisable, and 
could dispose of them whenever they 
considered it necessary. The trustees 
who were elected to hold office three 
years, were balloted for by owners of 
trust certificates. 


Length of the Trust. 

The agreement further provided the 
trust should continue during the lives of 
survivors of the trustees named in the 
agreement ands for twenty-one years 
thereafter. 

Mr. Tilford was questioned at lengtt- 
as to the trust period between 1882 anc 
1892 and the period of trust liquidation 
from 1892 to |899. Mr. Tilford, as S¢c- 
retary of the company, could give the 
counsel little informatin during these pe- 
riods of the Standard Oij trust, thoug’ 
he was a liquidating trustee. 

Mr. Kellogg finally asked Mr. Tilford if 
during the periods of liquidation there 
had teen any real change in the man- 
agement of the company, and the witness 
replied there was nt.

These records would 
show, according to Mr. Kellogg, 
whether Mr. Rockefeller and his as- 
sociates purchased or disposed of any 
of their holdings in the oil combine 
during the liquidation period.

Manager H. C. Waller, of the shoot- 
ing gallery, stated he was just about 
to grab the pistol from Mrs. Lane’s 
hands when she fired. Officer Mitchell 
was called and conducted her to the 
police barracks, where a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct was entered on the 
docket.

“T went to the shooting gallery to try 
some shooting, and picked up the pis- 
tol, trying to fire it, and turning to- 
ward the man I shot, it accidentally 
went off, hitting him in the wrist. I 
am the wife of A. W. Lane, of the Lane 
Brothers’ contracting firm. My hus- 
band is at present in Arkansas,”

OKLAHOMA IS SAFE. 


There will soon be a new star in the galaxy of American states. Makers 
of United states flags and school geographies will please take notice. An 
enumeration of the stars on the blue background of Old Glory will hereafter 
show forty-six instead of forty-five. The geography makers will wipe out 
the names “Oklahoma and Indian Territories” and substitute the “State of 
Oklahoma.” 

The voters of these two territories ratified on Tuesday the work of the 
constitutidnal convention and nothing remains but the approval] of the con- 
stitution by the president of the United Stat<s to make Oklahoma a bona fide 
member of the sisterhood of states. It will send two democratic senators and 
four democratic and one republican representatives to the congress of the 
United States. It will have seven votes in the next electoral college. 

Despite the advice of the “Great Postnoner,” the people ef Oklahoma 
have testified by their votes that they desire statehcod now. They have 
declined to wait until another enabling act can be passed by congress which 
will give a partizan advantage to the enemies of democracy; they have rati- 
fied the work of the constitutional convention—dominated by democrats— 
and are ready to come into the union under the democratic banner. 

The latest news dispatches from Oklahoma City indicate that the state 
constitution has been given a substantial majority; that state prohibition by 
constitutional enactment is assurcd and that a democrtic governor has been 
chosen. Democratic State Chairman Thompson places the majority for gov- 
ernor at from 30,000 to 40,000. 

The democrats will unquestionably contro] the next legislature and this 
insures the election to the United States senate of Robert L. Owens a 
Cherokee Indian, and T. P. Gore, the famous blind orator, who were nomi- 
nated for the senate in the primaries held last June, 

Unless the reports from Oklahoma City as to the returns from the elec- 
tion are very wide of the mark, only one formality stands in.the way of the 
formal admission of the new state. That is a proclamation by President 
Roaqsevelt. The president will inspect the state constitution and the manner 
of its adoption and ratification. If these are found to be regular and in 
accordance with the enabling act passed by congress, and if the constitution

Moreover, the committee finds that 
the. improvements it recommends 
have previously been urged by the wa- 
ter board and the general manager of 
the waterworks. Not only have most 
‘of these improvements been suggest- 
,ed, but they have been insisted upon

Wherever the blame may be placed 
‘for the failure to provide the facilities 
which have been needed by the wa- 
terworks department, the committee 
f:uds that the management has been 
“tnjustly criticised by persons not 
fe miliar with the facts.”

Dr. Hook was. distinguished 
both as a preacher of the Christian 
church and physician, and in recogni- 
tion of successful and untiring 
services to the community during @ 
yellow fever epidemic he was after- 
wards elected mayor of Augusta, dur- 
ing the forties. His 
Catherine Schley, a sister of Governor 
W illiam Schley and Judge John 
Schley and cousin of Admiral Winfield 
Scott Schley. 

After graduating at the Richmond 
academy and Judge William T. Gould's 
law school, in Augusta, before he was 
18 vears old, James S. Hook removed 
to Sandersville, Ga., where he rapidly 
made a reputation as a successful ad- 
vocate and eloquent speaker.

Judge Newman to Hear North 
Ga. Elcetric Case Monday, 


CASE BADLY MUDDLED 


Three Phases of the Case Are So 
Badly Mixed Tuat Judge New- 
man Called the Attention 


of Attorneys to It. 


The varied litigation revolving, around 
the -North Georgia Electric Company, 
publication of which has been made 
fully in the Atlanta papers since the in- 
itial petition of Ohio creditors to have 
the Hall county corporation declared @ 
bankrupt and placed in the hands of a 
receiver, occupied Judge Newman's at- 
tention during a session of the United 
States district court yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Albert Howell, of Dorsey, 
Howell & Heyman, attorneys for the 
moving creditors in the incipiency of 
the case, appeared for the petitioners, 
while H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, rep- 
resenting the North Georgia Electric 
Company, was ready with a response. 

In presenting the case to the court 
the three features were mingled to 
such an extent that Judge Newman 
brought the mingling to the attention 
of the attorneys. First there was the 
petition of the two Ohio claimants and 
of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany to have the North Georgia Elec- 
tric Company declared a bankrupt, and 
to have a receiver named. -Along with 
that batch of papers was the refusal 
of Judge Shelby, of the fifth judicial 
district, United States court, to name 
a receiver, as requested. Then came 
the papers issued by Referee Walker, 
Of Monroe, in which he issued an or- 
der naming S. @¢. Dunlap, of Gaines- 
ville, as receiver for the company. This 
was followed by the petition of other 
Ohio creditors, who asked that Ref- 
eree Walker’s order naming a re- 
ceiver be vacated. 

Arguing the case, Attorney Dean re- 
viewed the litigation from its incep- 
tion, declaring that the motions to 
place the North Georgia Electric Com- 
pany in the hands of a receiver should 
prove futile and useless, as there was 
no reason why a receiver should be ap- 
pointed. 

Attorney Howell was of the opinion 
that the question before the court wa@ 
the extent of the authority of Referee 
Walker is naming S. C. Dunlap as re- 
celver. He stated that it was the in- 
tention of the creditors he represented, 
Roebling’s Sons Company, of New Jerp

This was just about the time that the 
Japanese admiral and kindred celebri- 
tles had been entertained at James- 
town, and were being royally treated 
in New York and a few provincial vis- 
itors at Toxaway thought that in the 
Japanese nurse they beheld an escaped 
celebrity. Approaching the group, one 
of them, after eveing the object of in- 
terest, turned to the young mother and 
asked: “Please let us see the Japanese 
baby.”’ 

“But that was just one of the funny 
incidents of the trip,’’ said the lady 
telling the story. 

“When we were driving to Fairfield, 
every time the carriage jolted or passed 
over a rough place, all hands were out- 
stretched to hold on, not only’ the 
babies, but the Japanese. She had no 
idea of balancing herself, her feet did 
not touch the bottom of the carriage, 
and the poor little thing was as fright. 
ened in the carriage as she was in the 
train.’’

GOVERNMENT BY THE PUBLIC 


The Goal of American Democracy, 
Declares W. H. Allen, of New 
York City, and Not Gevern- 
ment by a Few or 
Many Officers. 


Norfolk, Va., September 19.—Today’s 
Sessions of the eleventh annual conven- 
tion of the American League of Municip- 
alities were devoted almost exclusively to 
the discussion of municipal government 
by the commission versus: mayor and 
council.” 


An address was made by Rear Admiral 
Francis E. Chadwick, United States 
mavy, of Newport, R. I., who took a de- 
cided stand against municipal govern- 
ment by commission. 

James M. Head, of Boston, Mass., for- 
merly mayor of Nashville, Tenn., heartily 
@pproved of the new Des Moines, lowa, 
charter for commission gzovernment. 

Some Facts About Commission. 

William H. Allen, secretary of the Bu- 
Feau of Municipal Research, New York 
city, declared that the cities of the 
United States owe a debt of gratitude to 
Galveston and Des Moines for having 
Caused the country to consider seriously 
the defects of existing city charters. But 
it should not be forgotten that the ad- 
vocates of government by commission 
have heretofore failed to recognize three 
fundamental facts: 

|. Misgovernment ina democracy is due 
primarily to ignorance on the part of 
the general public as to official acts and 
community needs. 

2. Misgovernment - by commission is 
possible because the commission plan of 
itself does not insure intelligence on 
the part of the general public as to gov- 
ernment results and community needs. 

3. Hundreds of communities in the 
United States, including New York city, 
are now being misgoverned by commis- 
sions. 

The goal of American democracy should 
be government by the public and not 
by a few or many officers. Government 
by the public is impossible and always 
will be impossible wherever government 
is uninformed or misinformed. Unless 
the commission plan provides for an in- 
telligent electorate, it will misgovern. 
An uninformed electorate gives autocracy, 
bossism, corruption. 
extend no further than equal intelligence. 
Special privilege always has existed and 
always will exist where intelligence 
about government is monopolized by the 
few. No matter how intelligent a com- 
mission, it will misgowern unless those 
governed have the essential facts pos- 
sessed by it, regarding what it does and 
what it leaves undone. 

Commissions and Graft. 
While the commission idea of itself 
ives greater opportunity for clever graft 

and for concealed wastefulness and in- 


efficiency and while of itself it affords 


no guarantee of an intelligent public, it 
is my belief that an informed electorate 
can accomplished more with a small com- 
sion than with a large, unwieldy com- 
mission. The commission idea wil] prove 
helplessly inefficient unless all cities 
adopting it add to their program, as has 
Des Moines, a system of accounting and 
recording and publishing the facts of 
government that will enable the general 
public to decide upon the efficiency of 
thé commission and to choose between 
policies that it may- propose. 

In the absence of Commissioner West. 
of the District of Columbia. his address 
favoring commission government, was 
presented to the convention by the secre- 
tary. 

Addresses were also made by Mayors 
W. D. Harris, Fort Worth, Tex., and 
Emerson Coatesworth, of Toronto, Can- 
ada, who advocated government by com- 
mission; Mayor R. G. Rhett, of Charles- 
ton, who opposed it; John R. Davies, 
chairman of the finance committee, board 
of aldermen, New York, and Hugo S8. 
Grosse, city statistician, Chicago.

Visiting Men Will be Royally 
Received in Atlanta, 


INSPECT THE MILLS

Only Three Days Will Be Spent in 
the City by the Delegates, but 
They Will Be Filled With 
Sight-Seeing. 


A special committee of the cotton mil! 
men of Atlanta, the committee having 
been named at a previous meeting of the 
chamber of cémmerce, to care for visit- 
ing delegates to and the away-from-home 
cotton workers, who may be in the city 
durirg the internationa] conference of 
cotcon growers and manufacturers next 
month mct at noon yesterday in the 
chamber of commerce assembly hall. 

Attending were Charles D. Tuller, of 
the Exposition cotton mills; W. M. Nix- 
on, of the Atlanta woolen milis; G. B. 
Scott, of the Scottdale mills; 8S. A. Car- 
ter, of the Gate City cotton mills, and 
chairman of the committee; F. W. Stone 
and F. I. Stone. 

Informal was the interchange of opin- 
ions, those present giving and 
taking information as to various 
phases of the duties contem- 
plated. Entertaining the visitors 
camé up. Working upon the idea that 
the strangers, foreigners especially,

town. While there are other mills al- 
most equally accessible the lines to the 
three indicated traverse the busy marts 
of Atlanta and for that reason they were 
brought to the front as places of obser- 
vation for and a close inspection by the 
foreign spinners. 
Three Days for Spinners. 

Three days only are to be given up 
to the spinners’ meeting, one of the most 
important conventions the entire south 
has known. 


Knowing that there will be a large 
number of visitors during the convention, 
nearly all, if not all, anxious to see the 
workings within a southern mill, the 
committee thought it advisable to divide 
the observing visitors into three sec- 
tions, to each of which a local guide will 
be assigned—that guide carrying his 
charges to the mills to be visited at 
times when those he is leading will have 
an abundance of room and time to in- 
spect every feature at their leisure. 
It was in April last in the city of New 
York that the international conference 
of cotton growers and manufacturers de- 
cided to meet in Atlanta during the 
month of October the 7th, 8th 
and 9th being subsequently fixed 
aS the dates. Both spinners and 
producers were at the meeting 
which subsequently issued the call for 
the Atlanta gathering. William D. 
Hartshorne, of Lawrence, Mass., presi- 
dent of the National Association of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers; Harvie Jordon, of 
Atlanta, president of the Southern Cotton 
Association; S. B. Tanner, of Charlotte, 
N. €., president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Cotton Manufacturers, and C., 
S. Barrett, of Atwater, Ga., president of 
the Farmers’ Educational and Coopera- 
tive Union, were in attendance. 
Subsequent to that conference a num- 
ber who were present attended g confer- 
ence of Buropean cotton spinners at 
Vienna. An invitation was extended 
the foreign spinnerg to attend a meet- 
ing of the International Growers and 
Manufacturers in Atlanta, October, 1907, 
With this invitation were cabled invita- 
tions by the governor of Georgia, by the 
mayor of Atlanta and by the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce. These cabled in- 
vitationg were read to the spinners as- 
sembled in Vienna and were greeted with 
a generous and enthusiastic applause. 
As a result of these cabled invitations, 
one hundred and fifteen of the most 
prominent cotton mill owners of Europe 
have engaged passage to Atlanta to con- 
fer with the American manvfesurers, 
while something like four hundred of 
the most successful farmers of European 
countries will be along. 

Preliminary Meeting. 
In Washington there will be a pre- 
liminary meeting—a sort of a friendly 
interchange of views and opinions be- 
tween the Kuropean visitors and the New 
England manufacturers. The visiting 
Britons and the home-made yankees will 
come through from Washington on a 
special train, arriving in Atlanta Satur- 
day night, October 5. Sunday will be a 
day of rest and of church-going and of 
sight-seeing. 
The formal opening of the convention 
will be Monday morning, within the hall 
of the house of representatives. Gov- 
ernor Hoke Smith will welcome the visit- 
ors to the state while Mayor Joyner 
will greet them as guests of the city. 
Other prominent Georgians will be heard

AT AN ADVANCE 


Market Closes Five to Nine 
Points Higher, 


Opening Was Steady at Decline on 
Account of Disappointing Ca~ 
bles—Rally Early in Day, 
and Close Was at 
Advance. 


New York, September 19.—The cotton mer- 
“et was rather less active today and showed 
further irregularities, with the close steady 
at a net advance of 6 to 9 points. Sales were 
estimated at about 250,000 bales. 

The opening was steady at a decline of 3@7 
points, which was about in line with disap- 
pointing cables. There was some buying for a 
turn around the initial figures, and shortly 
afterward the market rallied to a net gain 
of 3@4 points, one of the main factors appar- 
entiy being a continuation of the demand for 
January here against sales in Liverpool. This 

was checked by a renewal of liqui- 
Gation and bear pressure, accompanying ru- 
mors that southern yarn spinners were going 
to curtail their production, owing to slack 
demand; but after selling off to a net loss 
of 7 points on the active months, the mar- 
ket rallied again on apprehensions of a 
gulf storm or ofa cold snap owing to the low 
temperatures reported in the northwest. The 
close was only 2 or 8 points off from the top. 
Several wires were received during the day, 
claiming that farmers !n the southwest were 
refusing to accept the lower prices offered 
for spot suppiies. 

Receipts at the ports today were 23,103 
against 21,105 lest week and 24,557 last year. 
For the week, 140,000 bales, against 99,160 
last week and 185,936 last year. 

Today's receipts at New Orleans were 714 
bales, against 3,014 last year. 


New Orleans Cotton. 

New Orleans, Sewtember 19.—Cotton spots 
closed firm, with prices unchanged; middling 
11%. Sales were 2,300 bales on the spot, and 
650 to arrive. Futures opened @ to 5 points 
down as a result of bearish advices from New 
York, but gradually improved during the 
early session, when reports of damaging 
weather in various portions of, the belt were 
received. No marked tendency, either one 
way or the other, was true of the late session, 
and at the close, which was steady, the ac- 
tive months were 3 to @ points above the 
close yesterday. 


Dry Goods. 

New York, September 19.—The dry goods 
market was generally quiet and firm today. 
The jobbing trade was heiped by the expira- 
tion of the Jewish holidays, and then the 
advent of lower temperatures, which caused 
a demand for fall and winter merchandise. 
Reports from the jobbing trade in out-of- 
town centers are to the effect that conser- 
vatism in new purchases is prevailing very 
generally.

New York, September 19.—Our local trade 
are looking for a substantial reaction abroad 
on the light receipts in the southwest and the 
possibility of a chance in the weather. While 
there is no indication of the latter on the 
map, they feel the decline has been so rapid 
that the south will not follow, and as the 
time is at hand when we usually have an 
equinoctial storm, that prudence ts the best 
policy. The crop seems to be doing well with 
the favorable weather of the past three 
weeks. There are indications that the reac- 
tion in trade has affected the cotton yarn 
market, and is beginning to be felt in the 
goods market, through cancellations of orders 
for goods to be shipped to the mining and 
manufacturing districts. We feo] that the 
temper of this market is less bearish than 
for several days, but see no active demand 
as yet from spinners. 


Carpenter, Baggot & Co. 


New York, ‘ September 19.—Our market 
opened steady at a decline of 2 to 7 points 
in response to unsatisfactory cables and un- 
der liquidation by yesterday's buyers, who 
were disappointed that the storm failed to 
materialize. While there is some hesitancy 
at the moment on the selling side, owing to 
the prospect of veulent climatic changes at 
this season of the year, @ bearish sentiment 
still pervades the trade, who would gladiy 
welcome a good rally from any cause which 
would give a better selling basis. We notice 
recently a disposition by some to call atten- 
tion to the possibMity, at this time, for a 
hoiding movement by the farmers, in com- 
pliance with recent resolutions passed by the 
Farmers’ Union. We do not think serious 
consideration should be given this question at 
this time for the following reasons: The 
farmers of the south, as 4 rule, have sold 
ahead and agreed to deliver, between now 
and November, a larger proportion of their 
crop at prices ranging from ll to 18%, cents, 
than has been the custom in the past. This 
enables them to meet their obligations, com- 
ing due in October, and naturally will have 
a tendency towards easement in money mat- 
ters, as well as supplying the spinners, who 
were the buyers. The banks of the south, as 
a rule, will not furnish money to hold the 
crop at these prices until the farmers’ in- 
deptedness to them is paid. After this is 
accomplished then the holding of cotton, as 
agreed on, may be looked for. In the mean- 
time, we still adhere to the belief that on 
the rallies, no matter from what cause, the 
market is a sale until the first rush move- 
ment is over with.

New York, September 19.—The sources from 
which sprang the better speculative feeling 
prevalent in the stock market today would 
be difficult to define accurately.
